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Triglochin isagenusol about 20 species, most of these confined toaquatic habi¬ 
tats in the more temperate regions of the world (Thieret 1988). It has not previ¬ 
ously been reported for Texas (cf. Haynes & Hel Iquist 2000; Turner et al. 2003), 
although at least two species of the genus have been collected in New Mexico 

(Correll & Correll 1972). 

On July 26, 2003 a survey for plants along a saline aquatic habitat near 
Ruidosa(PresidioCounty),Texas revealed Ti'iglochin concinna var. deh;/i.s(M.T. 


Jones) j.T. Howell (Fig. 1) growing along the embankment of a perennial sulfur 
stream. We have followed the taxonomy ol Thorne (1993) in recording this taxon, 
although we are aware that Haynes and flellquist (2000) position the latter in 
their broad concept of T. maritima L.

The species was noted to be relatively uncommon at the site, although at least 
lour or five plants were noted along a path of about 40 meters. It was growing 
with a number of other rarely encountered semiaquatic species of the Trans- 
Pecos such as Anemopsis califoniica, Saiuolus sp., and Hustoma cxaltatum. 

The sampled site sits upon the property of Mr. James Blum berg of Ruidosa, 
Texas.
